I HAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt of yours of the 2d instant,, 
accompanying an Order of the House of Commons, bearing date the 26th 
ult., directing to be laid before Tbc House copies “ of the Letters Patent 
from diaries the First to the Archbishop of Armagh, and from Charles the 
First to other Corporate Bodies in Ireland, conveying lands for the purpose of 
Education.” 

In pursuance of this order, I have the honour to transmit herewith copy 
charter to the Archbishop of Armagh, and of all the charters or letters patent 
which we could discover during the above-mentioned reign for educational 
purposes : accompanying the charter to the Bishop of Clogher, and on the 
kme roll, occurs a royal charter of Charles the First, relating m a particular 
manner to the erection and endowment of a free school, and I therefore 
A transmit 
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transmit a copy. The charters to the Archbishop of Armagh, Bishop of Clogher, 
and Trinity College^ being written in abbreviated Latin, I caused to be trans- 
lated, and I annex English copies. 

I beg to observe, that in the course of the search which I caused to be made, 
other charters or letters patent were discovered in the reigns of Elizabeth, 
James the First, and subsequently, granting lands for the promotion of 
education in Ireland.

“Charter of Bannagher.” 

Charles, by the grace of God of England, Scotland, France and Ireland King, 
Defender of the Faith, &c. ; — To all men to whom these presents shall come,

former estate, and for preventing of some controversies which might otherwise 
arise, we are grationsly pleased and do hereby authorise and require you to 
erect a perpef corp", consisting of a Deane & Chapter, for that sea ; and, for- 
the better effecting thereof, by the adviceof some of. our learned couuseU there, 
to accept a grant and surrender from the present Deane and Chapter or reputed 
Deane and Chapter of Clogher, and all others that have or pretend to have any 
interest in that corporation, by deed enrolled in our Court Chancery there, to

CriARLES, by the grace of God of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland 
King, Defender of the Faith, &o,~- To all to whom these present letters 
shall come, greeting. Whereas Lady Elizabeth, late Q,ueen of Lnglaud, by 
her letters patent under her great seal of Ireland, bearing date at Dublin, the 
Sd day of March, in the 34th year of her reign, for the sing' regard which she 
then felt for piously & liberally training up the youth of her kingdom of Ireland, 

& for the, benevolence with which she there followed the studious, in order^that 
they might be thereby the better enabled to acquire good arts & to cultivate 
virtue and religion, of her special grace, certain kuowlege & raeer motion 
willed granted and ordained, for herself, her heirs & succ'“, that thenoeforward

degrees of this kind, they should have the liberty of performing all acts & 
scholastic exercises as to the provost and major part of the fellows should seem 
fit, as by the said letters patent amongst other things more fully appears : We, 
approving and in all things deeming ratified and acceptable all and singuler the 
premises above recited, with the alterations, accessions, and declarations here- 
after expressed in these presents, for us, our heirs & succ''^ to the afs® provost, 
fellows and scholars, & their succ" ratify & fully confirm by these presents; 

But whereas the said late Queen by her said letters patent ordained that 
students in the said college should have liberty and power of obtaining degrees 
of bachelor, master & doctor at the proper time in all arts & facvilties, in the 
meantime ; providing always, that when the fellows of this college shall have 
completed seven full years after taking the degree of master, they shall then be 
removed from the number of fellows, that others elected in their room might 
have their emoluments, for the benefit of the said kingdom. & church : We, 
desiring that the said provision, as being injurious not only to the students 
and college, but also in reality to the kingdom, & church, with the 
consent of the college, fellows & scholars, confirm by these presents, for 
us, our heirs & succ”, the afs'^ liberty of obtaining degrees in all the faculties 
by our Royal authority to the students of the college for the time being, 
absolutely & without this provision, to the said provost, fellows, & scholars and 
their succ” : And whereas also the said late Queen by her said letters patent 
granted & gave license to the afs*^ provost & fellows of the said college that 
they should from time to time, for evei*, make, constitute & confirm laws, statutes 
& ordinances for piously & faithfully governing their college, and that whatso- 
ever laws they would consider well ordained in the academy of either Cambridge 
or Oxford, provided they consider them suited to themselves, they should estab- 
lish amongst themselves this power of founding & constituting statutes &; ordi-

withstanding : And therefore we will and further command, that immediately 
after the receipt of these our statutes the provost, fellows, and all the scholars 
of the said college, do bind themselves to the observance of these our statutes, 
and that each of them do take the oath prescribed in our statutes to their 
respective ranks solemnly in the chapel before the visitors of the college here- 
after appointed by us in our statutes, excepting that in the oath of a fellow we 
allow for this time only the present fellows, and who are beneficed according to 
the statutes which have hitherto been observed in the college, to omit this clause: 

“ I further delare that I am not now possessed of any ecclesiastical benefice what- 
ever and for this time only we give leave and power to the visitors of the 
college to administer the oath in this case, but after this time we grant the said 
power to the provost, and (when the provost himself is to take the oath) to the 
vice-provost of the college for the time being, lawfully to administer all and 
singular the oaths required and appointed in our statutes. But whereas various 
cases may arise, all wliich human prudence cannot foresee, therefoi-e we will 
and do by these presents grant for us, our htirs and successors, to the aforesaid 
provost, fellows and scholars of the said college and their successors, that the 
provost and major part of the senior fellows for the time being, in cases omitted 
where nothing certain is determined in our statutes, may and shall have power 
to make new decrees and ordinances which, provided they are not contrary to 
onr statutes and have the consent of the visitors to the college hereafter named, 
we will and grant to be binding under the penalties therein expressed, until 
(when the cause is removed) it shall seem good to the provost and senior fel- 
lows, or the major part of the same, to repeal the said decrees and ordinances, 
with the consent likewise of the visitors. And whereas the aforesaid late Queen 
did by her aforesaid letters patent will, grant, ordain, and decree for herself, 
her heirs and successors, that whenever and as often as a provost should happen 
to be removed or wanting by death, departure, resignation, deprivation, or any 
other way, it should then and from thenceforward be lawful for the aforesaid fel- 
lows then surviving, or the major part of the same, to elect a fit provost and nomi- 
nate him within three months then next ensuing ; we, out of that singular care 
which we have for the whole kingdom of Ireland, and especially for the 
aforesaid college, will and by these presents declai’e that this power hitherto 
granted to the fellows of the aforesaid college for the time being shall, 
with the assent and consent of the said provost, fellows and scholars, be 
for ever reserved to us, our heirs and successors : And therefore we com-

There has not been any Order made by the Commissioners for “ maintain- 
ing, supporting and providing for free students in the Royal Colleges.” 

Rut the Commissioners have from time to time, pursuant to the powers 
vested in them, applied the surplus funds of the Royal schools to the “ main- 
tenance and improvement of other Royal schools whose funds stood in need of 
such aid.” 

And in the year 18.34 they established, and have from that time maintained 
in Trinity College, Dublin, in connexion with these Royal (•ollege's, the follow- 
ing exhibitions or Royal scholarships fur pensioners and sizars (fellow-common- 
ers not being eligible thereto) ; viz. — 

For Armagh, five of 50/. per annum. For Dungannon, five of 50/. per an- 
num, and five of 30/. per annum. For Enniskillen, five of 50 /. pei’ annum, 
•and five of 30/. per annum ; and latterly, for Cavan, five of 25/. per annum, 
tenable on certain conditions for five years each. The successful candidates 
are selected by the Commissioners solely on account of merit, as reported by u 
■Court of Examiners appointed for that purpose. The expenditure on these 
• exhibitions alone (which have been attended with great advantage, by assist- 
ing young men of talent and industry to pursue their academic course) 
amounts to about 1,000/. annually; and on the Armagh and Raphoe School 
Estates, in consequence of the want of schools at which the children of the 
:poorer classes could receive instruction, the Coinraissioners have built school- 
houses, and established schools in which the children of their tenantry receive 
■ gratuitous instruction. 

The annexed Schedule will show the number of free daily pupils in each 
•year, betw’een the 1st January 1840 and the 1st January 1851, in connexion 
with the Royal foundations of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, Raphoe and 
vCavan respectively, independently of the exhibitions in Trinity College.

Williiim Moore, of Tullyvin, in the county of Cavan, esquire, by his will, 
dated 21st January 1808, bequeathed 4,000 to trustees to lay out in the 
purchase of Government securities, or on mortgages, judgments, or other 
landed securities, and out of the interest to apply a sum not exceeding 50 ?. 
per annum as a salary to a master of good character of the Protestant religion, 
for keeping a public school at or near Tullyvin, for the education and instruc- 
tion of Protestant children, and to apply the sum of money which should 
remain after payment of said salary, annually, to the purchase of books, 
papers, hats, shoes and stockings, for as many Protestant children as the 
remaining sum could annually supply therewith ; the inheritor of the Tullyvin 
estate always to have it in his power to send to such school one-third of the 
number of children so to be supplied and instructed, provided such children 
belong to parents of tenants on the said estate ; and testator authorized his 
trustees, if they should find it for the advantage and furtherance of the insti- 
tution, to apply a necessary part of the annual interest of said sum of 4,000 L 
to obtain and pay for the board and lodging, at a moderate rate, contiguous to 
. such school, for such Protestant children. whose ovfn residence was too distant 
to allow of their daily attendance at the school ; and the testator appointed 
James Henry Cottingham, Ralph Dawson, and the Rev. Benjamin Adams,, 
trustees and executors of his will, 

111 the year 1808 the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests 
filed a bill agoinat the trustees and executors, for the purpose of having the 
trusts of the will in relation to the charity carried into execution, and a final 
decree wns pronounced in the year 1814, under which the charity was estab- 
lished, and a school-house and offices were erected near the town of 'Pnllyvin, 
and the trustees named in the will having fill since died new trustees have 
been from time- to time appointed by the Court of Chancery, and the Vene- 
vable Crinus Irwin, Archdeacon of Ossory, and Thcopliilus Lucas Clements, 
esq., are now the surviving trustees ; and the said school is managed under 
tliccare of snicl trustees, acting under the sanction and control of the Com- 
missioners of Education, and the funds having considerably improved, have 
accumulated to the sum of 7,1)08 1. 2 s. M d. Government 3| per cent, stock, 
producing annually 25“ 0 5 ; and orders have been from time to time 

imul(^ by the. Court of Chancery for the improvement of the system of oduea- 
don in said scdiool, by the appointment of a mistress, at a salary of 50 d per 
annum, for the instruction of female children ; and aubsecpieiitly an order ha.s 
been made for the appointment of an ailditional master, to give practical in- 
structions in agriculture and farming operations, at a salary of 50 1. per 
annum. By the last return it appears that there are 1 50 children attending 
this school.

'The Memorial of Joshua Michael Magee, of Newry, Solicitor, 

Showeth, 

That there are in Ireland extensive landed estates, which were from time to 
time granted by the Crown for tlie education of the youth of the country, 
which 200 years and upwards have yielded large annual incomes, which, had 
they been honestly applied, would have been the means of extending the 
blessings of education to thousands. 

That in no instances have the trusts upon wliich these grants were made 
been fulfilled. The monies arising from these lands have been misapplied; no 
education given to the people in return, and the purposes of the trusts com- 
pletely defeated. 

That to the want of education is to he attributed the degraded character of 
the Irish people. 

That in addition to the vast possessions enjoyed by Trinity College, there are 
in Ireland seven Royal schools endowed by the Crown, to the revenues and 
management of one of which, viz. that of Armagh, your memorialist begs leave 
to solicit your Excellency’s attention. 

That school was endowed by King Charles the First, with lands amounting to 
1,5 14a. I n. 31 p., which yield a rental of 1,415 18.?. per annum. 

These lands wei‘e granted to James, then Lord Archbishop of Armagh, in 
trust for the use of the master of the free school of Mountnorris, near which 
place the lands are situate ; but his Grace conceiving the city of Armagh a 
more eligible site for the school, a college was erected there, most partly by 
subscription and partly from revenues of the estates. 

That this college is very spacious and consists of two wings, one of which 
has always hitherto been occupied by the family of the master for the time 
being ; the other set apart for the use of boarders. 

That instead of this school being a free school in accordance with the terms 
of the grant of King Chaides, it was so managed as to be made the most aris- 
tocratic and expensive school in Ireland, inasmuch as the united charges for 
hoarders amount to something near 100 guineas, and that for day scholars to 
eight guineas per anniun ; and, with the exception of one or two free students 
admitted occasionally, merely for the purpose of saving appearances, the objects 
of the grant have hitherto been totally defeated. 

That from 1627, the date of the ..formation of the school, up to the year 1813, 
the rents arising from the lands w'ere received by the master for the time being, 
and appropriated to his private use. 

That owing to the abuses which had been found to be in practice, the 
Legislature in the latter year passed an Act of Parliament, 53 Geo. 3, cap. 107, 
taking the revenues of these lands out of the hands of the master, and vesting 
them in a corporation called “’the Commissioners of Education,” who now 
•exercise control over same. That your memorialist being a native of the city 
of Armagh, his father applied to the Rev. George Miller for his admission into 
this school, but was peremptorily refused; and your memorialist, not being 
able to procure instruction in classics in his native city, was obliged to resort to

. King Charles the First, on the 8th day of July in the second year of 

Ins reign, and in the year of our Lord 162/, founded the school now commonly 
called the Royal School or College of Armagh, 

That the said King Charles the Firsh by hi’s letters patent bearing date as 

aforesaid,. 
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aforesaid, granted to his Grace James, then Lord Bishop of Armagh and Primate 
of all Ireland, and to his successors for ever, all that and those the lands of 
Moacullan, Itra, Lisballyvallcy, Ballymore, Rallybotton, Corrugleath, situate in 
the barony of Lower Orier and county of Armagh, to hold the same in trust 
nevertheless, and upon the conditions following, that is to say, for the sole use 
of the master of the free school of Mountnorris, county of Armagh. 

That as your memorialist believes, tbe rents of said estate were paid to the 
master of said free school of Mountnorris, which for greater convenience was 
erected in the city of Armagh, until the passing of the Act of the 53d Geo. 3, 
cap. 107' 

Tiiat by said Act of Parliament, the several lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments aforesaid, were vested in the corporation appointed under said Act, and 
to be called “The Commissioners of Education in Ireland.” 

That by the 12th section of said Act, full disposal of all the issues and 
profits of ail lands or estates applicable to the support of the said school, was 
vested in said corporation, as by reference to said Act will more fully appear. 

That by said I2th section of said Act, it was in particular directed that if 
any residue of such issues and profits shall remain after the paying of the 
master, and if necessary of his assistant, and the building and repairing of the 
schools, “ it shall be lawful for such commissioners to order and direct that such 
residue shall be applied to the supporting, maintaining, and providing of such 
and so many free scholars according to such arrangements, and in such sums, 
shares and proportions, as shall be directed by any such order,” and so forth. 

That by the Report of the Select Committee on Foundations’ Schools, Ire- 
land, 1838, page 52, it appears that the rental of the estate of tire Armagh 
Royal School amounted to 1,415 I 18,?. per annum ; that by same report, page 
54, it appears that 550 1. per annum is paid for salaries to the masters. 

That as your memorialist has heard and believes, five exhibitions of 50 I 
per annum each are given to pupils of Armagh Royal School, who proceed 
to Trinity College, Dublin, and your memorialist believes that these are the 
only heavy expenses connected with the management of the school. 

That from the aforesaid report, page 55, it appears that tbe cash to the 
credit of Armagh school in 1835, was 817 1. 14?. 6 d., and that there was no 
debt. 

I’hat your memorialist having been informed that it appeared from a 
■report published in Thom’s Almanac for 1847j that there were nine free places 
in Armagh school, and being desirous to give his children the advantage of 
receiving an education at said school, applied to the Rev. Doctor Miller for the 
admission of one of his sons, and the following correspondence ensued : — 



(Sent on the 31st August 1847-) 

Rev. Sir, Thomas-street, Armagh, 30 August 1847- 

Having learned that there are nine free places at Armagh Royal School, I 
am. desirous of offering my son, Thomas Kieran, as a candidate for a free place 
in that school. He is 17 years of age, and for the last year has been educated 
at the school of Doctor Crolly. My sou is a native of the city of Armagh, and 
is a Roman Catholic.

That the application of funds arising from the estates of the Royal schools 
vested in the Commissioners, is regulated by the 12th section of 53 Geo. 3 
c. 107, which, after giving powers and directions respecting the payment of 
the salaries of the masters and under-masters, and the expenses of the school- 
houses, &c. &c., provides that it shall be lawful for the Commissioners to order 
and direct the residue to be applied in supporting, maintaining and providing 
of such and so many free scholars, according to such arrangements, and in 
such sums, shares and proportions as shall be directed by any such order or 
orders, and to the endowment of such and so many exhibitions to Trinity 
College, to be held by such persons, and under such regulations and restrictions 
as to the said Commissioners shall seem proper. 

That the Commissioner.?, in exercise of the powers so vested in them, have in 
the case of the Royal School of Armagh for many years disposed of the surplus 
rents by giving exhibitions in Trinity College to persons who have been educated 
at that school. That this application of the surplus has been for a period of 
14 years brought prominently under the notice of the Lord Lieutenant in the 
annual reports of the Commissioners.

iN^the year J848 I took the liberty of calling the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the subject of the Royal Colleges of Ulster, and having then succeeded 
m bnngmg to light the true nature of the trusts upon which the five school 
(States m Ulster were held, the CommisBioners of Education made an order for 
the of 10 free students into the Armagh Royal School, four to be 

admitted in the year 1848, four in the year 1849, and two in the year 18.50. 
475- H 2 In 
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In May 1850, a return was made by the Commissioners of Education in 
obedience to an Order of the House of Commons, which shows the gross rental 
of the estates granted by the Crown for affording free education in the Armagh, 
Dungannon, Enniskillen, Cavan and Raphoe schools, to amount to the sum of 
5,710?. 10 5. 7 d. For this sum in that year, four boys received education! 
How long is this monstrous wrong to continue r 

It is right that 1 should apprise you that a deep and wide-spread indignation 
prevails among the people of the north of Ireland on the subject. That feeling 
is now likely to get vent. It was hoped the present Government would .have 
acted in the matter when the subject had been practically brought under their 
notice, and not wait to be urged forward by the force of public opinion. On 
theSlst of October 1848, you attended a meeting of the Commissioners of 
Education ; the result of that attendance was an order for the admission of 10 
free students into the Armagh school (the selection, however, being left to the 
master). 

By that order the Commissioners admit the mismanagement and misappro- 
priation complained of, and proves they have failed to perform the trusts 
confided to them. Why therefore should the Commissioners be permitted 
longer to perpetuate such injustice ? The trusts of the grant by which the 
Crown conveyed the school lands of Ulster, are too plain to be mistaken. The 
language of the 12th section of the Act incorporating the Commissioners, orders 
and directs them to apply the residue (the primary object of the grant being 
for the pui*pose of promoting free education) in supporting, maintaining, and 
forwarding free scholars. The Commissioners cannot show they ever admitted 
a single student free until after the order of October 1848 was made, and that is 
too hungry and too meagre an offering to satisfy the demands of the public, to 
whom so much is due, and who have hitherto seen all the revenues of these 
estatesmisiippropriated, and these institutions, which should be free to the middle 
and lower classes, seized upon by the rich, and made the most aristocratic 
schools in the country, in contempt of every principle of justice and common 
honesty. 

It is not too late to bring in a short Bill to abolish the Corporation of the 
Commissioners of Education, and transfer the Royal colleges and their estates 
to the Board of Education, or to some other hands, who will honestly give full 
effect to the intentions of the Crown, and expand free education as widely as- 
the revenue of these estates will extend. This matter cannot rest where it is ; 
It were far better the Government would at once take the matter in hand, and 
act up to the principles on which the business of the country was confided to 
them, than yield a tardy recognition of such enormous abuses. 

A spontaneous move in the right direction must needs impart confidence- 
to all those who desire to see the advancement of the country, and in no quar- 
ter can surer ground be laid than by establishing the basis of a wide-spread- 
and liberal education.

In reference to the letter of Mr. J. M. Magee on the subject of the Royal 
Schools of Ulster, I am directed to state to you, for the information of his 
Excellency the Lord, Lieutenant, that an examination of the returns made from 
time to time during the last 20 years by this Board, in obedience to orders 
of the House of Commons, will show that there is no foundation for the asser- 
tion contained in Mr. Magee’s letter, viz., “That the Commissioners cannot 
show that they ever admitted a free pupil previous to the order of this Board 
made in 1848.” That order was made by the Commissioners for the purpose 
of regulating what class of persons should be entitled to have their sons edu- 
cated free at Armagh Royal School, and not, as is intimated by Mr. Magee’s 
letter, for the introduction for the first time of free pupils to that school. 

That instead of there being, as stated by Mr. Magee, but four free pupils at 
these schools in the year 1849, there were, during that year, 3.5 boys receiving 
free ediu^ation at tliem, as the returns of the respective masters prove.

That this Board has for many years expended annually about 1,000 ly in 
sums varying in amount from 50 1. downwards, to exhibitioners and scholars 
in connexion with these Royal schools. 

That the Parliamentary return referred to by Mr. Magee, does not profess 
(as will appear from the notes appended to it) to give rentals of the estates, 
but in obedience to the Order of the House of Commons sets forth the actual 
rents received within particular days, fixed by that order. The general expen- 
diture of the Commissioners within the, same periods is also specified in the 
same return. 

That of the amount 5,710 1. 10 s. 7 d.y a sum of 3,620 Z. 6 6 d, was applied 

for purely educational purposes, independently of large outlays necessarily in- 
curred in the collection of rents, management of, and outlay on the estates, 
assistance given to tenants, poor rates, tithe rentcharge, repairs and insurance 
of school houses, &c. &c. &c.

SCHEDULE. 
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TO His Fotcelleney George JVilliam Fredericlc Earl of Clarendon, Lord 
Lieutenant General, and General Governor of Ireland. 

The Memorial of Joshua Michael Magee, of Newry, Solicitor, 

Shew'eth, 

That there are in Ireland extensive landed estates which were from time to 
time granted by the Crown for the free education of the youth of the country, 
which, 200 years and upwards, have yielded large annual incomes, which, had_ 
47 5- H 3 they' 
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they been honestly applied, would have been the means of extending the 
blessings of education to thousands. 

That in no instance have the trusts upon which these grants were made been 
fulfilled. The moneys aiising from these lands have been misapplied. No 
education given to the people in return, and the purposes of the trusts com- 
pletely defeated. 

That to the want of education is to be attributed the degraded character of 
the Irish people. 

That in addition to the vast possessions enjoyed by Trinity College there are 
in Ireland seven Royal schools, endowed by the Crown, to the revenues and 
management of one of which, viz., that of Armagh, your memorialist begs leave 
to solicit your Excellency’s attention. 

That school was endowed by King Charles the First with lands amounting to 
1,514 a. 1 r. 31 1»., which yield a rental 18 s. per annum. 

These lands were granted to James, then Lord Archbishop of Armagh, in trust 
for the use^of the master of the free school of Mountnorris, near which place the 
lands are situate 5 but bis Grace conceiving the city of Armagh a more eligible 
site for the school, a college was erected there, most partly by subscription and 
partly from revenues of the estate. 

That this college is very spacious and consists of two wings, one of which 
has always hitherto been occupied by the family of the master for the time 
being, the other set apart for the use of boarders. 

That instead of this school being a free school in accordance with the terms 
of the grant from King Charles, it was so managed as to be made the most 
aristocratic and expensive school in Ireland, inasmuch as the united charges for 
boarders amount to something near 100 guineas, and that for day scholars to 
eight guineas per annum; and with tbe exception of one or two free students, 
admitted occasionally merely for the purpose of saving appearances, the objects 
of the grant have hitherto been totally defeated- 

That from 1627, the date of the foundation of the school, up to the year 1813, 
the rents arising from the lands were received by the master for the time 
being and appropriated to his private use. 

That owing to the abuses which had been found to be in practice, the Legis- 
lature in the latter year passed an Act of Parliament, .58 Geo. 3, c. 107, taking 
the revenues of these lands out of the hands of the master and vesting them in 
n coi-poration called “ The Commissioners of Education,” wlio now exercise 
control over same. 

That your memorialist being a native of the city of Armagh, his father ap- 
plied to the Eev. George Miller for his admission into tbjs school, but whs pe- 
remptorily refused, and your memorialist not being able to procure instruction 
in classics in his native city, was obliged to resort to a Presbyterian clergyman 
named M‘Cullagh, residing in the village of Caledon, in the county of Tyrone. 

That being aware fruitless applications had been repeatedly made by tbe 
citizens of Armagh to procure the benefit of an education for their children at 
the Armagh Royal School, your memorialist feeling desirous to learn the pre- 
cise nature of the grant under which this college was founded, made various 
searches in the public ofiices to find the same, but without success. 

That on the 19th day of January instant your memorialist called at the office 
of William C. Kyle, 8, Glare-street, the secretary of the Commissioners of Educa- 
tion, and there informed his clerk that he was desirous of learning the particulars 
of the grant from the Crown under which the College of Armagh was fouruh'd. 
The said clerk, after viewing your memorialist with an air of suspicion, demHiided 
to know the object or purport of the inquiry, and your memorialist having 
stated that it was for the purposes of education merely, the said clerk declined 
to furnish any information unless he was made acquainted with the reasons for 
jnaking the inquiry. 

That 
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That during the conversation, the said William C. Kyle, the secretary of the 
Board, entered the ofBce ; your memorinlist 'stated to him the object of his visit 
■when the said William C. Kyle in reply said “ he had never seen the grant ; 
that he knew nothing of its provisions and could furnish no information respect- 
ing it; that the original was to be found in the Rolls in Chancery, and that he 
had by order of the Government bespoken a copy.” And having been asked if 
he would favour memorialist with a perusal of the copy when same should be 
obtained, be peremptorily refused so to do. 

That memorialist thereupon proceeded to the Rolls Office, and there found a 
grant from King Charles the First to .Tames, then Lord Archbishop of Armagh, 
of six townlands in the barony of Lower Drier, in the county of Armagh, to hold 
in trust for the sole use of the master of the free school of Mountnorris in said 
county. 

That having been informed by Mr. Kyle that a meeting of the Board of 
Education was summoned for Tuesday the 2&th instant, your memorialist pre- 
pared a memorial on behalf of Mr. Thomas Keirans, a citizen of Armagh, who 
had made many unsuccessful applications to the Rev. George Miller, the master 
of that school, for the admission of his sons, which memorial was on the 22d 
instant enclosed to the Commissioners of Education, a copy of 'which memorial 
is hereunto annexed, and to which your memorialist begs leave to solicit your 
Excellency’s attention. 

May it therefore please your Excellency to order that inquiry be made, and 
the precise terms of the trusts of the several grants under which the seven 
Royal schools in Ireland were founded, be ascertained ; and that it be 
further inquired whether or not these trusts have been fulfilled. That 
the incomes of the lands with -which said Royal schools are endowed be 
ascertained, with the view to cheapen and extend the facilities for educa- 
tion ; and that if necessary, further legislative powers be sought to render 
more available the revenues of the lands granted by the Crown in Ireland 
for the purposes of education.

LETTER from J. M. Magee to the Under Secretary, 

I^ear Sir, Newry, 18 March 1848. 

In February last I sent in a memorial to his Excellency on the subject of the 
Royal colleges, but never since heard what became of it. 

As these estates were given by the Crown for the purposes of free education, 
it occurs to me it would be a fair subject for the Government to ask how the 
funds are applied, and whether the trusts on which the grants were made have 
been fulfilled. 

Judge Perrin has undertaken the charge of a memorial to the Board of Edu- 
cation on this subject, but inasmuch as the secretary of that Board was, when 
I called in his office in February last, ignorant of the grants under which the 
lands were conveyed, little, I fear, is to be expected from them. If the Chan- 
cellor’s health permitted, I am sure he would look after this matter, and perhaps 
you could direct my memorial to be submitted to him.

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In January last, I took tlje liberty of addressing your Excellency on the 
subject of these colleges, showing that large estates in that province had been 
granted by the Crown for the exclusive purpose of affording free education to 
the people, and showing that the revenues of these estates were diverted from 
the purposes for which they were bestowed, and no education given to the 
people. 

From the year 1813 the revenues of these estates have been annually re- 
ceived by the Commissioners of Education. When in January last I applied 
to their Secretary for information on the subject, his reply was, he knew not 
on what terms the estates were held, knew nothing of the trusts on which the 
lands were granted ; in other words, though the rents, to an enormous amount" 
were annually received, they knew not the purposes to which they should be 
applied. 

Whether the Commissioners were more enlightened on this subject than their 
Secretary, I know not ; but this I am prepared to establish, that the lands 
were granted for the free education of the people^nd that the masters, who 
act under the orders of the Commissioners, deny absolutely the right to such 
free education, and moreover state they have never heard of any such thing. 

Concluding that no relief was to he hoped for at the hands of the Commis- 
sioners, and that it was peculiarly the province of the Executive Government to 
take this subject into hand, I appealed to your Excellency ; since then I have 
addressed a memorial to the Chancellor on the same subject, a copy of which I 
beg to enclose. 

For 15 years past I have laboured in the Registry Courts, and have spent 
time, labour, and money, to promote the principles on which the present 
Government have been advanced to powei*, in the hope of seeing the abuses 
under which the country labours grappled with by men desirous of abating 
them. ° 

Here is a grievance; nay, I may say, a robbery of the people’s rights. 

Is that grievance to be perpetuated, and are the people still to be deprived of 
their rights f Arc these schools to he still closed against the youth of the 
country, and the revenues of these lands diverted from the purposes for which 
they were conferred ? 

Here, my Lord, is a subject worthy of a reforming Government. I am 
prepai-ed, from records and documents in my possession, to establish every fact 
stated in the accompanying memorials. 

I do, therefore, hope your Excellency will not allow this matter to be longer 
postponed, but cause inquiry to be made, and, should the facts turn out as I 
have stated, direct a Bill to be introduced into Parliament, abolishing the 
coiqjoration of the Commissioners of Education, and transfer to the Board of 
National Education the revenues of the Royal Colleges of Ulster, who, i doubt 
not, will faithfully and honestly carry info effect the trusts upon which the lauds 
were granted.

I BE& to solicit your Lordship’s attention to the subject of the Royal schools 
of Ireland, and to the management and application of the revenues of the lands 
with which these schools are endowed. 

The schools to which I allude are Armagh, Dungannon, Cavan, Enniskillen, 
and Raphoe. 

The history of these schools, as far as I have been able to learn, is as 
follows

Armagh, aucl to his successors, six townlands, situate in the barony of Lower

At this clate the same king granted to the same person and his successors 
certain lands situate in the ptirish of Clonoe, in the county Tyrone ; >■ 

To hold to the sole use and behoof of the master of the free school of 
the tonm of Mountjoy, in the county Tyrone, for the time being, for 
ever. 

The other three grants appear on the same roll in the Rolls Office of your 
Lordship’s court. The trusts declared in each are similar, in totidtm verbis, 
•with those I have above quoted, and all clearly showing the object of the Crown 
was to enlighten tiie people by laying the foundation in these respective locali- 
ties for their free education. 

But,^ my Lord, no free education ever was given in any of these colleges ; they 
have hitherto been and still are, tlie most aristocratic and expensive schools in 
the country. For 200 years the masters for the time being -were the absolute 
owners of the lands. They pocketed the rents ; betook themseke's to fashionable 
watering place in England and elsewhere, and left their ushers behind, with 
instructions to close the doors against all seeldng free instruction, and admit 
only such students as were able to pay large pensions. On other occasions the 
masters, in addition to the large revenue derived from the students, took large 
fines from the tenants, and thus swamped the estates. 

The abuses having so accumulated, the Legislature found it necessary to inter- 
pose, and at this date the Act of 53 Geo. 3, c. 107 'was passed. The preamble 
recites, “ Whereas many of the abuses in schools on public and private foun- 
dations in Ireland, and the misapplication of their several funds and revenues, 
have proceeded from the delays, &c., of proceeding by bill in courts of equity, 
&cT The 11th section recites that lands of great value situate in Armagh, 
Tyrone, Fermanagh, Lonegall, and Cavan, were granted to the Archbishop of 
A]*magh and his successors for ever, in trust to the sole and proper use and 
behoof of the respective masters of the several free schools of Armagh, Dun- 
gannon, Enniskillen, Raphoe, and Cavan. The 12th section pro-vides for pay- 
ment of masters and repairs, and further states, “ That if any residue of such 
issues and profits shall remain, after suck ycai’ly and other suras as shall be 
found or deemed sufficient for the several purposes aforesaid, then it shall he 
lawful for such Commissioners to order and direct that such residue shall be 
applied for the supporting, maintaining and providing of such and so many free 
scholars, according to such arrangements, &c.” It then refers to exhibitions in 
Trinity College. 

Now, my Lord, taking the trusts, as'exxn-essed in the original grants, and the 
provisions of the 1 1th and 12th sections of this Act into consideration, it is, 
I respectfully submit, clear that the intention of the Crown and the Legislature 
was, to make these institutions the means of extending education among the 
people as widely as possible, because both have expressed such education shall 
be free. 

Have these trusts been fulfilled 1 Far from it. 1 have inquired, and I 
cannot leax-n that any free education ever w'as given in any of these colleges, 
but, on the contrary, education is made so expensive (60 7 or 70 7 for in-door, 
and 87 a year for out-door students), it is out of the power of humble people 
(for whose benefit these institutions w'ere founded) to meet this heavy expense. 
And the Commissioners having ordered that exhibitions be given mily to such 
candidates as have fir.st spent five years in this expensive prepruatory course, it 
follows from this arrangement that the w'hole revenues of these estates are 
enjoyed by sonic- luilf do.-i^c’.n or a dozen of divinity students, while thousands 
are excluded ii’om the advantages of ihat erluc-atioa it was tln“ infeution ol' the 
Crmvn to confer, being, as 1 humbly submit to your Lordship, a misa]i]>ro- 
prialiou of tlicse revenues. Tile original grants make no jirovision for education 
other than in the local schools, not in Trinity College or elsewliere. 'fhe Act 
eonteiiiplates the exhibitions only when the free education had been provided 
for.

Mr. Thomas Keifans, a respectable citizen of Armagh, having applied to Dr. 
Miller for the admission of one of his sons to a free place in that college, and 
Dr. Miller having in his reply stated, “ he had never heard of any free places 
at the Armagh Royal School,” I caused a memorial to be forwarded to the 
Board, through Mr. Justice Perrin, and shortly after (24th January) 1 preferred 
a memorial to his Excellency on this subject, copies of which I take leave lo 
enclose herewith. 

The receipt of, the latter was not acknowledged until after I bad requested 
Col. Rawdon to put a question to Sir William Somerville, on the subject, in lus 
place in Parliament. My memorial was then sent to the Board for their report. 
A report was. made on the 20th April and is now before the Attorney- 
genera!. 

Conceiving the present Government would be disposed to open the colleges 
to the people, l^wrote to Sir William Somerville, requeeting he would instruct 
some person to investigate the subject, with a view to his introducing a measure 
into Parliament to change the present system, but I fear nothing of that sort; 
is likely to Idc done. 

The clear revenue of the Armagh College, after payment of masters, amounts 
to, at least, 1,000 1. annually. T'hc revenues of some of the other colleges are 
infinitely more, as appears by the report of the Committee, Foundation Schools, 
Ireland, 1838, page 52. 

it may be stated that each of the colleges I have above mentioned, if the 
revenues were properly applied, is capable of affording within its walls, or b}- 
branch institutions, education to at least .500 students each, free of charge. 

The present Commissioners have that power, it wmuld he a great blessing to 
the'people if your Lordship would cause an order to that effect to be made. 

I trust your Lordship will excuse the liberty I have taken, the importance of 
the subject must plead my excuse for having trespassed at such iengtli.

LETTER from J. M. Magee to the Under Secretary, 

Newry, 2 October 1848. 

1 AM informed Dr. Miller, the superior of the Armagh Royal School, is about 
to retire. 

The appointment of his successor is, I presume, in the bands of his 
Excellency. 

There is, at the present moment, a memorial from a Mr. Kierans, a citizen 
of Armagh, before the Commissioners of Education, praying that that school 
I education of the people, as provided by the grant from 

the Crown, under which it is founded. This memorial has been for three 
months last past before the Board, but nothing, beyond the formal acknow- 
ledgment of its receipt, yet clone. 

The tei’rns of this grant, and the language of the Act of Parliament, are too 
;^ain and intelligent to be mistaken. The Commissioners feci this ; they know 
they have failed to perform the trusts they were appointed to discharge ; their 
secretary, Mr. Kyle, in the last convei-sation I had with him on this subject, 
stated that the difficulty arose on the meaning of the words, “ free education.” 

^ Now^, is it not clear, nothing is to be expected from the Commissioners ? One 
vigororrs move on the part of the Executive Governinent, in the selection of a 
proper master to^fill the place of Dr. Miller, who shall be enjoined to open the 
school to the cbildven of the middle classes, free of expense, and to admit as 
many as the place will accommodate; who will open a room for the delivery of 
lectures on the theory _of agriculture, chemistry, &c., and employ the lands 
attached to the school in the practical development of these principles, then 
some be^nefit will be conferred on the people ; otherwise this college will be, 
as it hitherto has been, an useless monument of maladministration. 

His Excellency, in his letter to me, expresses au opinion that the Coinmis- 
^ouers vpill carry into effect the trusts of the grant, There are among the 
Uommissioners distinguished and exalted men, but what is everybody’s business 
rs nobody s business. As far as I can learn, it rarely happens a meeting of 
the Board can be collected. The proper and simple course, as I submit, 
would be, to relieve these gentlemen altogether, and place the management of 
these estates and the government of the schools under the Board of 
Education. 

Why burthen the country with such large sums for the erection of new 
the present ones are neglected ? Why create fi’esh embarrassments, 
while we tamely look on at the misappropriation of the revenues of five large 
estates ? Surely we should see the present resources fully developed before 
we contract fresh expenses. 

The I'loyal Colleges form but a small section of the schools requiring revision ; 
there are the Erasmus Smyth’s schools, and the wide revenues of Trinity 
College. ■' 

Had the revenues of these schools, for the last 200 years, been honestly and 
practically employed, and as many of the people educated as the revenues of 
the estates might well afford, these men would go forth circulating amongst 
others the information thus acquired. ° 

We should have had an enlightened population, contented and respected ; 
but the people were kept in ignorance, excluded from the benefits of the educa- 
tion provided for them; and, as a necessary consequence, we arc now at the 
lowest dej)th of misery, ignorance, and discontent. 

d'his is not a question of party. It is an effort to do a general good and 
which will be appreciated equally by the Protestant, Presbyterian, and Roman 
Catholic. 

The 
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The distress of the middle classes is now great. Many arc, with honest 
pride, struggling against the impositions of the country, and are short of the 
means of paying for the education of their children. I have had the support 
and education of three orphans cast upon me. In addition, I am obliged to pay 
for the education of four nephews in Armagh, though the revenues of an estate 
of 1,500^. a year are there provided for this especial purpose. 

I would heg leave again to press this subject on the consideratiorr of his 
Excellency. A measure, on his part, such as I have suggested, will he received 
as an act of parental solicitude. No country can prosper whose educational 
establishments are neglected and their revenues misapplied.

I HAD the honour of receiving your letter of the 5th iUvStant, stating that no 
intimation of the resignation of Dr. Miller had been received by his Excellency. 

T beg, for the information of his Excellency, to state that Dr. Miller died on 
the 6th instant at the college of Armagh. 

J find it stated in two or three of the local papers that Dr, Miller had pre- 
viously sent in his resignation. 

1 understand it is stated in the report on the foundation schools that the 
appointing of the masters of the Dungannon, Enniskillen, Raphoe and Cavan 
schools, vests in the Lord Lieutenant, but that the primate has the appointing 
to the Armagh schools. 

Now it is of importance to observe that in this report no allusion is made to 
the trusts upon which the estates endowed on these schools were originally 
founded, at least the terms of the trusts are not defined; and in fact I believe 
the Commissioners did not in their inquiries go back to the original grant. 

The five estates were conveyed by the one and the same grant ; all emanated 
from the Crown, and for the same identical purpose, and why the patronage 
should be divided 1 am at a loss to conjecture. I a,pprehend it will be found 
the right to appoint is vested in the Crown. 

If the primate appoint the successor of Dr. Miller, matters will progress in 
the style they have hitherto done, and the school will be of little use. 

May 1 hope these matters will be looked to ; I shall this day forward to each 
of the Commissioners copies of the memorials presented on the subject of these 
schools.

LETTER from the Under Secretary to J. M. Magee. 

Sir, Dublin Castle, 14 October 1848. 

I H.'t'VE to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 10th instant, on 
matters connected with the Royal School of Armagh, which I have laid before 
the Lord Lieutenant.

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LETTER from J. M. Magee to the Chief Secretary. 

Sir, Newry, 24 April 1851- 

In the year 1848 I took the liberty of calling the attention of the Govern- 
ment^ to ^the subject of the Royal Colleges of Ulster,aTid having then succeeded 
in brining to light the true nature of the trusts upon which the five school 
estates in Ulster were held, the Commissioners of Education made an order for 
the admission of ten free students into the Armagh Royal School, four to be 
admitted in the year 1848, four in the year 1849, and two in the year 1850. 

In May 1850, a return was made by the Commissioners of Education, in 
obedience to an order of the House of Commons, which shows the gross rental 
of the estates granted by the Crown for affording free education in the Armagh, 
Dungannon, Enniskillen, Cavan and Raphoe schools, to amount to the sum of 
5,710 z. 10 5. 7d. 

For this sum in that year four boys received education ! 

Plow long is this monstrous wrong to continue ? 

It is right that I apprise you that a deep and wide-spread indignation prevails 
among the people of the north of Ireland on, this subject ; that feeling is no%v 
likely to get vent, 

It was hoped the present Government would have acted in the matter when 
the subject had been practically brought under their notice, and not wait to be 
urged forward by the force of public opinion. 

On the 31st of October 1848, you attended a meeting of the Commissioners 
of Education. The result of that attendance was an order for the admission 
of 10 free students into the Armagh school; the selection, however, being left 
to the master. 

_By that order the Commissioners admit the mismanagement and misappro- 
priation complained of, and proves they have failed to perform the trusts con- 
fided to them. 

Why, therefore, should this Commission be permitted longer to perpetuate 
such injustice ? The trusts of the grant by which the Crown conveyed the 
school lands of Ulster, are too plain to be mistaken. The language of the 12th 
section of the Act incorporating the Commissioners, orders and directs them to 
apply the residue (the primary object of the grant being for the purpose of pro- 
moting free education) in supporting, maintaining and forwarding free scholars. 

Ti;e Commissioners cannot show they ever admitted a single student free until 
after the order of October 1848 was made; and that is too hungry and too 
meagre an offering to satisfy the demands of the public, to whom so much is 
cue, and w'ho have hitherto seen all the revenues of these e.states misappro- 
priiited, and these institutions, which should be free to the middle and lower 
classes, seized upon by the rich, and made the most aristocratic schools in the 
country, in contempt ol every principle of justice and common honesty. 

It is not too late to bring in a short Bill to abolish the corporation of the 
Goinmi?sionors of Education, and transfer the Royal Colleges and their estates 
if) the Board of Education, or to some other hands, who will honestly give full 
effect to the intentions of the Crown, and expand free education as widelv as the 
revenues of these estates will extend. 

This matter camiot rest where it is ; it were, far better the. Government 
would at once take the snatter in hand, and act up to the principles on which 
tiie business of the country w'as confided to them, than yield a tardy recognition 
of such enormous abuses. 

A spontaneous move in the right direction must needs impart confidence to 
all those who desire to see the advancement of the country, and in no quarter 
cfm surer ground be laid than by establishing the basis of a wide-spread and 
liberal education.
